In  the  former  case, 
where  the  mouths  of  the  cutaneous  lymphatics  become  torpid  or  quiescent,, 
the  fluid  secreted  on  the  skin  erodes  it  by  its  saline  acrimony,  and  produces  an 
eruption  termed  fyenpes.

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^  When  the  glandular  part  of  these  lymphatics  becomes  torpid,  the  fluid 
stagnate^  and  forms  a  tumour  in  the  gland.  This  disease  is  called  the  scrofula. 

<x  "The  Girttu+R-osea  is  a  proof  of  the  sympathy  between  the  skin  of  the  face 
and  the  stomach,  and  is  frequently  the  consequence  of  drinking  cold  water,  eat¬ 
ing  raw  or  other  insipid  fruit,  when  much  heated  with  exercise.  In  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  intoxication  the  whole  skin  becomes  florid  from  the  association  of  the  'cu¬ 
taneous  arteries  with  those  of  the  stomach;  because  vinous  spirit  very  power¬ 
fully  excites  the  fibres  of  the  stomach  into  action ;  and  the  cutaneous  capillaries 
of  the  face,  .from  their  more  frequent  exposure  to  the  vicissitudes  of  cold  and 
beat,  possess  more  mobility  or  irritability  than  those  of  other  parts  of  the  skin./’
